PUBLIC OPINION. 
Views About Taxation. 
To the Edftor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A greit many ways have been suggested by 
which the taxes on real estate could be col- 
lected from those who ought to pay them, but 
none as yet have been received or pronounced 
as quite the thing most needed. As the law is 
now, the nominal owner of property is com- 
pelled to pay taxes uponit, while the real 
owner goes free, or, in case they both pay,dou- 
ble taxes are collected, all of which is not 
only unjust but against the spirit.of the law. 
Now, in order that the taxes shall be borne by 
those whose duty it is to pay them and to re- 
lieve those who now unjustly pay them, but are 
compelled to do so as the law now stands, I 
would suggest that the law be changed so as 
to allow the neminal owner of real estate to 
collect it or a pro rata amount from the real 
owner. For instance, A owns a farm worth 
or assessed at 510,000. Ile 
mortgages it to B for 11 loan 
of $6,000. The farm is assessed to A, who 
pays taxes on the full amount while he is the 
owner of only four-tenths. Now let a law be 
passed authorizing Ato collect from B, or 
the holder of the mortgages, his pro rata of the 
taxes. In this way the amount of taxes would 
be increased, because all money loaned on real 
woula pay taxes} which would

Communities and Colonies. 
[From the New York Times.] 

Scattered through thirteen States, branches 
of-eight main bodies, are seventy-two com- 
munities, whose central idea is that of holding 
allthings in common. They number some 
5,000 persons, owning, perhaps, 180,000 acres 
of land and $12,000,000 of property. The 
Iearians are French; the Shakers and Perfec- 
tionists are Americans, although the former 
were organized by an Englishwoman; the 
remainder are German. The Eben-Ezers

The Communists unite provision for the 
wants of this life with religious no- 
tions which ht be called fanatical but that 
they are entirely free from a spirit of intoler- 
ance. Some are Spiritualists In the ordinary 
sense of that word; some look very soon for 
the second coming of Christ and the end of all 
things, while others believe the second coming 
already past; they believe in a special near- 
ness of God to themselves; they have their own 
bymwns, literature, and observances, and seem 
to be moved by a desire to separate them- 
selves from the world. The Perfectionists 
profess to aim at complete sinlessness, and 
some individuals among them even claim to 
have attained it. All the Communists are 
good citizens. They break no laws; they add 
nothing tothe public charge on account of 
pauperism and vice; they are all non-com- 
batants, and do not even attempt 
among themselves anything beyond moral 
suasion, but allowjthose to withdraw who 
become insubordinate. They have neither de- 
falcations nor breaches of trust, and their 
honesty in all commercial dealings is as pro- 
verbial as their shrewdness. The morality of 
their life is unimpeachable. This must be ad- 
mitted of even the Oneida body, with the ex- 
ception of their peculiar institution, which is 
worse than the Mormon practice in its demor- 
aliz ing influences and justifies the present axz- 
itation against them in the central part of the 
State. 

‘The Oneida people are manufacturers main- 
ly, agriculturists incidentally; the rest are 
agriculturists mainly. All have shown an ex- 
traordinary aptitude for invention and for 
economizing labor. ‘The Shakers, who are 
particularly well known by reason’ of 
their numbers and their many colonies, 
have a large variety of trades, and the 
work of all communistic societies has an 
established reputation both for uniform 
excellence of quality and honesty of 
quantity. The Icarians, in lowa, were led by 
a Frenchman, who spent sixteen years in try- 
ing to realize a pretty dream of what he could 
do in founding a society if he had half a mil- 
lion in money; so his followers began with 
4,000 acres of land and $20,000 of debt. To 
escape from the latter they finally surrendered 
the former, and after hard work and bitter 
economy, were able to redeem 1,936 acres of 
it; they are now independent, 
but redueed in numbers. e 
Bishop Hill Colony in Illinois, once having 
800 members and some $800,000 of property, 
wes breken up by inefficient leadership and 
the trouble of debt, and their town is falling 
into decay. But the societies general- 
ly have rigidly adhered to the rule of having 
no debt and getting property only as they 
earn it. None of the communes are rich in 
the ordinary sense of the word, and they do 
not try to be.

JEFF DAVIS TALKS. 


He Declares the War Would Have Gone 
On Without Him as it Did With Him. 


Not Responsible for the Struggle—The Aboli- 
tion of Slavery a Great Benefit.

From the New York Herald. 

After speaking of his experience in Pierce’s 
Cabinet and the Mexiean war Mr. Davis was 
led to express himself upon the late rebellion, 
saying: ‘‘It is generally believed-in the North | 
that Jam chiefly responsible for that great 
calamity. I was but one of a vast body of the 
South, and no more responsible than thou- 
sands of others. The war would have taken 
place without me as inevitably as it did with 
me. It was one of those things which was 
sure to come in the progress 
of events and in solving great 

roblems of government upon this continent. 

le conceded expressly that the abolition of 
slavery would prove an ultimate good to the 
country; that it was a manifest advantagé to 
the white race, for it would lead to the de- 
velopment of the South, and multiply her 
manufacturing and mechanical industries. 
From advantages of climate alone, the fu- 
ture of the South is more promising than 
that of any other section of the country, but 
the condition of the present generation of the 
black race is all the worse by reason of the 
abolition of slavery. 

THE NEGROES. 

Mr. Davis doubts very much the wisdom of 
an attempt to educate the negro, and utterly 
disbelieves in giving him the ballot. It was 
his opinion that wherever the negro race was 
found it must beas an inferior and servile 
race, and inthe long run would give way 
to the superior race under any and all eircum- 
stances. Mr. Davis acknowledged, however, 
that he had changed his mind entirely upon 
one question—viz., that the great staples of 
the South—cotton and sugar—could be pro- 
duced with greater economy and 
in greater abundance by paid labor 
than by the labor of Slaves. This 
has already been demonstrated, and 
that fact alone goes far to prove the advan- 
tage which the abolition of slavery has been to 
the whites. Referring to the political stags 
of the negro, Mr. Davis said the freedmen had 
naturally been misled by politicians, thinking 


that Northern men were their truest friends, 
but of late years they seemed to have reached 
the opposite conclusion, and inthe long run 
it would be found that the negro, having but 
little real self-dependence, would vote in ac- 
cordance with the wishes and the sentiments 
of those who ethployed him. 

For this reason the negro vote would be a 
less important factor iu the politics of the 
future than Northern men supposed. Refer- 
ring to the oft reiterated charges of coercion 
and bulldozing of negro voters, be said that 
he had no doubt there were individual in- 
atances of cruelty and coercion on the part of 
lawless men in seme sections, but he believed 
the prevailing sentiment among Southern men 
was one of the greatest kindness and good 
will toward their former slaves. Speaking 
of national affairs, he said he accepted 
the situation as decided by arbitrament 
of the sword, and that he Mas very 
hopeful of the future of the country. He did 
not believe there was any existing cause for 
sectional estrangement or that there could be 
any hereafter. One of the results of the war 
already apparent was that the South was less 
dependent upon the North than heretofore; 
for, while she could supply great staples as 
before, her people had begun to produce a 
greater variety of crops for their own use than 
ever before, and they would eventually 
compete with other sections in 
manufactures and mechanteal arts. In 
this connection he remarked that 
While the South was destitute of money and 
the value of real restate was greatly depress- 
ed, ina very short time the price of landed 
property would advance because of its in- 
trinsic value in the production of staple arti- 
cles of commerce. Ve remarked that the only 
disturbing clements to be discerned now were 
the efforts of extremists upon both sides to 
keep alive animosities and hatreds of the 
past. If Congress would pursue a 
mederate course and attend to its legi- 
timate duties of general legislation for the 
good of the whole country, the great so- 
cial and industrial questions which were now 
a source of so much contention would settle 
themselves, and the country would at 
pcace.

BURNED IN THEIR ROOMS. 


some Very Narrow Escapes—lashing 
His Little Sontoa Boarder and Get- 
ting Sately to the Ground. 

[From the New York Sun. | 
CLAREMONT, N. II., March 29.— K fire 
HMreke out at 1 o’clock this morning in the of- 
fice of the Tremont House, in this place, 
originating, itis supposed, from a defective 
chimney. About forty persons, including 
boarders an help, were in. the house. The 
fire spread so rapidly that the building was 
soon filled with smoke and flame, compelling 
most of the inmates to make their eseape from 
the windows and roof. Notwithstanding 
1 efforts to rescue them, five persons 
perished. 

The hotel, a four story wooden structure, 
owned by Aurelius Dickson, was totally de- 

stroved, , 

The first person awakened by the fire was 
Mr. Riley Deming, manager of the hotel, 
who, with his wife, was sleeping on the oflice 
floor. Mrs. Deming was awakened by a noise 
like an explosion, and called her busband, 
who went at once tothe office. He found it 
filled with smoke, but did not appreciate the 
magnitude of the danger. He started for 
water, but before he could procure any the 
draught made by opening the doors swept the 
flames through the office and upthe stairway, 
shutiing off the ordinary means of escipe. 
Finding the fire beyond control, Deming 

gave the alarm as best he could, 
Tie then went to his room and assisted the es- 
cape of his wife. The explosion also awaken- 
ed many of the inmates, who gave the alarm 

to others. All were in a panic of fright, and, 
as they opened the doors, the smoke poured 
in in suffocating and blinding volumes. A few 
closed their doors and prepared to escape by 
the windows, but the women on the third 
floor, allemployes of the hous-, frantically 
rushed to the corridors and screamed for help. 
Abel MeCoy, a boarder, saved two. girls by 

‘pushing them th rough the smoke, down a 
mack stuirway, to the kitchen, and thence to 
the street. He saved himself b 
through a window to the flat roof of the dining 
room, and thence to an adjoining building. 

II. Gibson, proprietor of the house, found 
egress from his door impossible, and, though 
three stories from the ground, he per- 
suaded his wife to get out of the window and 
hang by the blinds. He then passed his three- 
year-old boy to amanjon the flat roof, slid 
down the lightning-rod himself, and, placin 
boards against the wall, ascended and rescue 
his wife. His mother could not be reached, 
and she perished in.the flames. Mrs. Fre 
Marvin, wife of the clerk, jumped to the 
ground from the third story and fell upon a 
‘gentleman who was assisting Mr. Gibson, and 
she wes fatally injured. 

All those who lost their lives were on the 
third floor. Several appeared at the windows, 
but the height deterred them from jumping, 
and while they sought other means of ezress 
they were overcome by the heat or suffocation 
and perished. One came to a window and fell 
across the sill. Ladders were raised and an 
attempt at rescue made, but before she could 
be lifted by her arms the smoke drove the men 
back, and she was burned to death in the wia- 
—— — is thought that some one else in the 

hold of her body. All the bodies 
“were — to-day except that of Morzau. 
O lamp was burning in the hotel; ane the 


only plausible theory advanced is that the ex- 
plosion was caused by coal gas, generated by 
the heavy atmosphere, in a large stove in the 
office. e hotel was in nowise fireproof. It 
had only -one stairway, and this is the reason 
why five persons perished and- others had to 
get out of the windows.
